VICE PR E SID E N T MORTON AND 
THE SALOON QUESTION. 
The third party prohibitionists have 
been industriously 
engaged for two 
weeks or more in circulating the report 
that Vice President Morton owns a bar 
in his new ti*pertinent hotel in Wash­ 
ington, and the Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union seems to be particularly 
anxious to make it appear that Mr. 
Morton ii interested in the liquor ques­ 
tion. This union is in session in Ohma­ 
ge, and in the proceedings of Saturday# 
Mrs. Clara Hoffman read the following 
with somewhat an air of triumph: 
Terke H a u t e, [In o , 
Nov, 2 —Vice 
President Morton was last night elected 
an honorary member of the Terre Haute 
Liquor Dealers’ Association at a meeting 
called specially for that purpose. 
When 
the motion was presented it was adopted 
by a nnanimons vote, and a committee 
of four, composed of Farman Mewes 
and Julius Blumenberg, republicans, 
and P . M. Slack and Louis Hayden, 
democrats, was appointed to notify Mr. 
Morton of his election, and they sent 
him a telegram as follows: 
"Holding tike second highest position 
in the gift of the [American people, and 
seeing by the dispatches that yon are 
engaged 'n the same business as our­ 
selves, the Terre Haute Liquor Dealers 
Association desire to inform yon that 
they have honored themselves by elect­ 
ing yon,an honorary member of their 
association at a special meeting beld last 
evening. 
During the day, however, Mrs, Ellen 
Foster, of lows, received a telegram from 
Washington, which she was permitted to 
read: 
W a sh in g t o n, Nov. 9 —M rs. J . Ellen 
Foster—Mies Willard’s accusation against 
Vice President Morton is without shadow 
of foundation. 
Mrs. Morton personally 
denounced the canard through the news­ 
papers. 
A. B. N e t t l e t o n. 
The woman’s christian temperance 
union, or no other temperance organiza­ 
tion certainly has a desire to do Vioe 
President 
Morton 
an injustice, but 
it certainly 
does, by 
not 
giving 
the facts. The charge ie made that Mr. 
Morton has a bar in his new apartment 
hotel in Washington,—the prohibitionists 
make this charge,—and one H. B. Mont 
ton took the trouble to telegraph the 
woman’s christian 
temperance Union 
Convention in Chicago that the only bar 
room license in Washington is that taken 
ont for Vice President .Morton’s hotel. 
What are the facts? Mr. E .B . White# 
one of the most trustworthy newspaper 
correspondents in Washington, has for­ 
mally investigated the matter, and says: 
I. That the vice president does not 
own or keep a hotel here. 2. That be 
does not lease to any one any botel, hall 
house, or apartment or tenantable habi­ 
tation of any name or nature here in 
whioh a bar is or bas been located. What 
is generally called Vice President Mor­ 
ton’s hotel is not a hotel. It is an 
lmneuse 
apartment-house 
named 
"The 
Shoreham.’’ 
it 'is 
in 
no 
sense a hotel. Transient guests are not 
accommodated there. 
The fists are 
rented in suites only for a term not lesB 
than one year. The building ie likely to 
be occupied quite generally by congress­ 
men. Sixteen oongreat men have already 
recured apartments, and among them 
Senator Farwell, of Illinois, and Con­ 
gressman Taylor aud Cannon of that 
state. There is no bar in the house. 
There has been no bar in the chouse. 
It is not the intention of any one 
to keep a bar in the house. 
I asked 
Congressman H itt,of Illinois, who had 
received ic queries from bis district as to 
what he knew about the matter. 
He 
raid that be bad made a personal inves­ 
tigation with this result: There is and 
f 
has been no bar there, and it is not the 
purpose of any one to keep a bar there. 
Eaoh apartment is entitled to a vault in 
the ba^emout for the purpose of storing 
wLatevcr it ma; be thought desirable to 
store. It is for the pinons who rent 
the separate apartments to decide what 
they will store there. They can keep 
potatoes or liquor or whatever they 
please; but there is no bar upon the 
premises." 
It is as uojastto charge Mr. Morton 
with being interested in the liquor bus­ 
iness as it would be to oharge the 
woman’s christian temperance union with 
being interested in the liquor sold in the 
hotel in which it holds its headquarter 
The colon would strengthen itself won- 
d >r'ally if it were a little more righteous

TUE WE A L T S OF TUE UNITED 
STATES. 
A correspondent asks the Gazette to 
give the estimated wealth of the United 
States, that is the estimated value of all 
kinds of property in the country; and 
the means by whioh these estimates are 
reached. 
It has always been more or less dif~ 
ficnlt 
to arrive 
at 
reliable 
figures 
regarding 
the 
wealth of 
nations. 
In 1850 the estimated true valuation of 
all the property in the United States, was 
aet down at $7,135,780,228, or $308 per 
capita. Now watch tho national growth. 
in 1860 the total val nation was fixed at 
$16,159,616,068, or $511 per capita. 
In 
1870 it was $30,068,518,507, or $708 per 
capita, *] In 
1880 the wealth of the 
United States had reached $43,642,000,- 
000 or a per oapita valuation of $870. In 
1880, the 
estimated true valuation of 
property in New York, real estate and 
personal of all kinds, was $7,619,000,000. 
Pennsylvania oome next with five and a 
half billion; Ohio with a little over three 
billion, and Illinois the same. Wisconsin 
bad grown from $42,000,000 in 1850 to 
$969,000,000 in 1880. 
The method of obtaining these faota, if 
facts they may be called, are very sim­ 
ple if not altogether ti cst wort by. 
Un­ 
der the census laws the val aes 
are 
arrived at in two ways. First by record­ 
ing the assessed valuation of real and 
personal property in all the countries 
and states; and second by, 
se I ti ag 
down the actual value of each descrip­ 
tion of property as estimated by the 
deputy marshals empowered to take the 
census in eaoh locality. The aggregate 
footings of all these returns give us the 
figures on the estimated trne valuation 
of 
all 
kinds 
of 
propel ty 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Of 
oourse* 
every 
intelligent man (will 
under­ 
stand that these figures are not ab­ 
solutely correoti 
They may possibly 
approximate correctness, and even if they 
do, that the statistics are valuable. 
Bat this method of attempting to arrive 
at the wealth of the country is much moi e 
satisfactory than that in use in Great 
Britain. There the census takers make 
no attempt to obtain such figures. 
It is 
all done by guess work. 
Bat people 
want :‘statistics,” and British statis­ 
ticians have set themselves to work to 
find ont that according to estimates made 
the total valuation of all property in 
Great 
Britain 
is 
about 
forty-five 
billion 
dollars, 
a 
little 
more 
than that of the United States. 
Bnt 
should a careful estimate be made now, 
the aggregate wealth of the United 
States, according to Mulhall, The noted 
British statistician, will 
be 
milliois 
greater than that of Grtat Britain;

KUNZE 
MAY 
CONFESS. 


THE LITTLE GERMAN EXPECTED 
TO TALK. 


B e lie f T hat Ile W ill Save H is N eck by 
T ellin g A bout th e C ronin Con­ 
spiracy. 


C h icago, Nov. ll. — In addition to the 
recently discovered effects of Dr. Cronin, 
which will be introduced in evidence at 
the trial,'it is generally understood that 
the prosecution will spring another sensa­ 
tion this week. 
The nature of the new surprise is sup­ 
posed to be a confession by Kunze. 
The 
telling evidence of the last week has 
brought in Kunze so frequently, and con­ 
nected] him with Coughlin and Sullivan, 
that tho "Little German” now realizes 
that the jury may deal with him very se­ 
verely. 
It is well understood that Judgo Longe- 
necker has hail his eyes on Kunze watch­ 
ing for the moment when the little rattle­ 
brain would begin to show indications of 
weakening. 
It was argued that Kunze, 
not being of the same nationality as the 
other defendants 
nor 
a member of 
any 
of 
their 
camps, 
could 
not 
be filled with any of the patriotism 
which, it is alleged by a few, impelled the 
others to commit the terrible deed. There­ 
fore he would not have any patriotic deed 
to suffer death for. 
It was thought that 
as soon as Kunze was made to see how 
much evidence there really was against 
him 
the German 
would ne ready to 
“squeal.” 
That time has now arrived. 
Kunze it 
is said, has communicated his views to 
Dr. Egbert, assistant county physician, 
who has attended him during his recent 
attack of pleurisy. 
It is hinted that the State has a clear 
understanding with Kunze, and that just 
before closing 
the 
prosecution Judge 
Longenecker will call out “John Kunze.” 
The latter will then walk up to the witness 
stand, be sworn, an i testify against his 
fellow-prisoners. 
Yesterday afternoon Capt. 
Schuttler 
cleaned a small piece of tho strip of muddy 
carpet raked out of tho sewer in Lake 
\ iew by Officer Lorch on Friday, and 
found that it was exactly similar to the 
cheap ingrain carpet sold to "J. B. Si- 
monds” by Salesman Hatfield of A. H. 
Revell & Co’s. 
Salesman Hatfield will be called and will 
positively identify the carpet as part of 
that sold to Simonds.

The carpet found in the same sewer with 
Dr. Cronin’s clothes serves to locate Dr. 
Cronin in the Carlson cottage, whence the 
carpet came, and where Martin Burke was 
ostensibly residing at the timo of tho mur­ 
der.

"Can chemical science distinguish be­ 
tween different kind of blood?” 
"No. 
These tests can only show that 
blood was pre;ent, but can not indicate 
that it is from man or animal,” 
"Did you examine tho hair given you 
by Dr. Belfield?” 
‘■Yes. I took threo hairs from the bunch 
given mo and let them remain on a piece 
of soap so arranged as to have only one 
end of the hair touch the soap. 
I left 
them there two weeks. 
That bleached 
them somewhat. 
I placed other hairs in a 
strong solution of alkali, which took out 
the color more rapidly.” 
Judge Wing objected to the introduction 
of this testimohy as improper and illegal, 
being in the nature of an experiment. 
There had been no confection made, Judge 
Wing said, by the state between the arti­ 
cles here introduced and any material is­ 
sue in the case. 
The court said he would 
take the objection under consideration, 
aud meanwhile the direct testimony of 
Prof. Haines was discontinued and the 
blbod-stained articles were committed to 
tho care of the clerk of the court.

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BALTIMORE CENTENNIAL. 
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A G ardener Saw th e A ssassins on 
F atal N ight. 
C h ic a g o , N ov. l l . —In the Cronin trial 
a great audience was on hand and interest 
was intense. 
Gerhard Wardel, a gardener at 1920 
North Ashland avenue, was tho first wit­ 
ness called. 
Mr. Wardol testified, in 
reply to Mr. Mills’ questions, that on 
Saturday, May 4, he left his home about 
7 o’clock in the evening and went to Matt 
Jung’s place on Lincoln avenue. 
He 
started for home at IO o’clock or a little 
after. 
He walked home on the east side 
of Ashland avenue. 
It was about 10:30 
when he reached the corner of Otto street 
and Ashland avenue. 
Here he noticed 
for tbe first time that two men were walk­ 
ing ahead of him about 200 feet. When he 
first saw the men they were just north of 
School street, and they seemed to him to 
have come out of the saloon on the corner 
of School street and Ashland avenue. 
They walked on up Ashland avenue and 
entered the Carlson cottage by the front 
door. 
“ Describe those men,” said Mr. Mills. 
"One was a large man about 5 feet l l 
inches I should suppose. 
The other was 
about 5 feet 7 inches high. 
They walked 
straight on till they came to the Carlson 
cottage? 
Then they went up the steps and 
went in.” 
“You saw them go in?” 
"Oh, sure; I saw them go in.” 
% "W hat else did yon see?” 
I saw light in the cottage through one 
of the slats in a shutter on tho window. 
I 
saw the lightly plainly.” 
"You did not know whom those men 
whom you saw were?” 
“I did n o t” 
"Did you pass the cottage again the 
next day.” 
"I did with my wife. 
We were going 
south on Ashland avenue. 
When we came 
to the Carlson cottage I saw blood the 
steps and on the plank walk over the 
ditch in front of the house. ’ ’ 
"Where was this blood?” 
It was right in front of the steps, and 
there was more blood on the sidewalk, 
about fifteen feet south of the cottage 
steps. 
Judge Wing objected on the ground 
that the witness could not swear that it 
was blood he saw on the steps. 
The most 
that could be proven by the witness was 
that he saw what he thought to be blood. 
Mr. Mills said that the witness’ opinion 
was of course all that could be offered in 
evidence. 
Mr. Worden spoiled this play 
by Judge Wing to a certain extent by tell­ 
ing the jury in a half confidential way 
‘that he had seen blood before and knew 
what it was because be had once cut his 
finger.” 
The cross-examination by Judge Wing 
was very brief and nothing new or inter­ 
esting was brought out. 
Michael John Cameron, a saloon-keeper, 
testified that Coughlin and Kunze had 
been together at his saloon and Coughlin 
introduced Kunze as his friend. 
Dr. Egbert was recalled and testified 
that ho bad cut a lock of hair from the 
head of Dr. Cronin’s dead body a t the 
time he made the autopsy. 
Part of this 
hair he placed in a glass jar, which he 
sealed, and part he gave to Capt. Schuet- 
tler. 
This was the introduction to the 
bringing out of the expert testimony. 
This was begun directly when W alter S. 
Haines, professor of chemistry at Rush 
medical college, went on the stand. 
Mr. 
Haines testified that he had made a special 
study during eighteen years past of med­ 
ical chemistry. 
"Did you receive any articles from Prof. 
Belfield?” 
"In the afternoon of Sept. 27 of this 
year I was handed an envelope, which I 
now hold in my hand. 
I subsequently 
opened this envelope and found there, in a 
note from Dr. Belfield, a small chip of 
wood with some reddish stains on it; some

O pening Services o f th e G reat C atholic 
C elebration In T h at City. 
B a ltim o r e , Md., Nov. 11.—November, 
IOO years ago, Pope Pius VIII. made 
John Carroll the first bishop of Baltimore. 
The Catholics of the archdiocese deter­ 
mined to celebrate the centennial of this 
important event, and the public looked so 
favorably upon the 
project that the < 
celebration soon grew beyond the scope 
of a local 
affair. 
To-day there ore 
three 
cardinals, 
eighty-three 
bishops 
and archbishops, and over I, OM priests in 
Baltimore to commemorate the founding 
of the first see in America. 
The exercises incident to the opening of 
tho great Catholic congress began Sunday 
at 9:30. 
A procession of students, clergy, 
bishops, archbishops, 
monsignors, 
and 
cardinals, marched from to tho Cathedral, 
where hundreds of the ihost prominent 
citizens were present by special invitation. 
Pontifical! high mass was celebrated by 
Archbishop Williams, of Boston, assisted 
by Very Rev. Dr. Maguin, j>resideutj of 
St. Mary’s seminary, and many other em­ 
inent clergymen. 
Cardinal Gibbons was 
attended by Mgr. McColgan and Arch­ 
bishop Satolli, of Italy, representatives of 
the Pope to the congress. 
The music was 
a feature of the occasion, and was render­ 
ed by a specially selected choir under the 
direction of Prof. F. X. Hall. 
The sermon was by Archbishop Ryan of 
Philadelphia, who, without taking any 
text, gave a review of tho life of the first 
Archbishop Carroll and his labors, and to 
proving that the ceremonies observed by 
the Catholic church to-day are the same as 
those used a hundred years ago. 
Speak­ 
ing of the Catholic church in America he 
Said it was in reality founded by Christo­ 
pher Columbus, the discoverer of America. 
Tho bishops of London urged the pope to 
appoint a bisnop to the colony of Penn­ 
sylvania in 1756 because the Catholics en­ 
joyed greater 
privileges 
under 
Penn 
than in any of the other 
colonies. 
But Maryland was chosen because in this 
State the first colony was established. 
Archbishop Ryan paid a glowing tribute 
to the members of the various orders in the 
Catholic church. 
He also paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to Miss Drexel, who took 
the veil at Pittsburg a few days ago. 
At 
night pontifical vespers were 
said by 
Archbishop Faussons and a sermon on 
temperance preached by Archbishop Ire­ 
land, of St. Paul. 
The sessions of the 
Congress began Monday with 2,200 dele­ 
gates present.

Chicago, Nov. 12.—Dreary, as only a 
cemetery in November can be, 
the last 
resting place of the anarchists, Spies, 
Lingg, Parsons, Fischer and Engel, was 
the scene Sunday of as hollow a memorial 
service as can bo imagined. From a crowd 
of perhaps 5,000 last year the attendance 
Sunday dwindled to less than 2,000, and 
scarcely half of those listened to the 
speeches. 
The first train load of excursionists a r­ 
rived a t Waldheim about noon, and for a 
time the plot of ground which bas become 
famous as the Anarchists’ grave was sur­ 
rounded by groups of sympathizers and 
curious strangers. 
The decorations were 
profuse and beautiful. 
The only inscrip­ 
tion among the various offerings of flow­ 
ers, which had any of the old time anarch­ 
ist blood-and-thunder about it, was on A 
cross and anchor from the ‘ ‘PioneeV Aid 
Support Association. ” reading, “ Murder­ 
ed, but Still Alive.” 
All during the exercises of decorating 
the graves, Grace Spies, Mrs. Schwab and 
Mrs. Fischer, who had gone out on the 
first train in the morning, 
stood by the 
graves of the dead apparently unconscious 
of the curious gaze of the crowd. 
Mrs. 
Parsons came at 2 o’clock, and pushing 
her way through the throng, sat down on 
the cold wet ground and abandoned her­ 
self to tears, while her boy, the only child 
left her since the death of her little girl 
last month, 
stared curiously about in 
childish wonder at the demonstration. 
E. 
G. 
Clemens and Taut Grotkau made 
ram bling speeches which were coldly re ­ 
ceived. 
No disturbance occurred through­ 
out the day. 
Indeed, tho feature of the 
whole occasion was its utter lack of tho en­ 
thusiasm which generally characterizes the 
gathering of the Anarchists. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock Chief of Police 
Hubbard received a inessago th at Mrs. 
Lucy Parsons was displaying a red ting 
from the window of her home at Milwau­ 
kee and Morrison avenues. 
On receipt of this order an officer was 
dispatched to Mrs. Parsons’ home and 
commanded her to remove the fag of 
anarchy. 
“ This is a freo country,” she replied. 
“ Why < an’t I wave tho flag of my doc­ 
trine:-” 
“ Because my orders are 
to pull it 
down,” replied the officer, who, suiting 
the action to the words, scaled the house, 
fore tho obnoxious eniblem from its fasten­ 
ings, and, shouldering his trophy, trudged 
back to his station. 
Mrs. 
Parsons fumed and stormed, but 
without avail. 
Her window shades wpro 
also decorated with deep colors of black 
and rod, in memory of the death of the 
executed Anarchists.

Tho surplus revenues .lune MO were $87,- 
761,000, a decrease of $2-5,580,193, as com­

GOODLOE IS DEAD. 


He Expires From th© W ounds Inflicted 
by Col. Swope’s Revolver. 
Lexington, Ky., Nov. IO.—The tragedy j 
of Friday that thrilled tho whole country 
with horror became a double one at 12:55 
o’clock Sunday, when William Cassius 
Goodloe died 
from the effects of tho 
wounds received from tho bullet fired by 
CoL A. M. Swope at almost the moment 
he was seized with the throes of death. 
The funeral of Col. Swope took place a t 
IO o’clock this morning from the home of 
his brother, 
James, in Lincoln county. 
Tiiere was an immense crowd present to 
attend the last sad rites. 
The sermon 
preached ny Rev. John S. Shouso was a 
powerful one. 
Col. 
Goodloe’s funeral 
will take place Tuesday evening. 


Hon. William Cassius Goodloe was born 
in Madison county in 1841. 
His great 
grandfather was Gen. Green Clay, who 
commanded a brigade in the Northwestern 
campaign under Gen. Harrison. 
In 1861 
he accompanied his uncle, Cassius M. Clay, 
to Russia, whero he was sent as minister by 
President Lincoln. 
Mr. Goodloe acted as 
secretary of the legation until 1862, When 
he returned and joined the Union arm y as 
assistant adjutant general of volunteers, 
serving until 1864, when tie resigned and 
began the practice of law in Lexington. In 
1868 ho was elected a delegate to the Na­ 
tional R epublican convention, and was 
appointed a member of the committee to 
notify Gen. Grant of his nomination. 
In 
1873 he was elected to the State Senate, 
and the following winter was nominated 
by the Republican caucus for United States 
Senator. 
A t tho time of his death he was 
collector of Internal Revenue for the Sev­ 
enth Kentucky district.

W itt Talm age of Brooklyn, N. Y., U. 
S, A., preached here Sunday to a la rg e 
congregation, many intelligent natives 
joining the Am erican colony in listen­ 
ing to the famous pulpit orator. 
Dr. 
Talm age’s text was from Acts xix, 21: 
“ I m ust also see Rome.” and the 
speaker said: 
H ere is Paul's itinerary. 
He was a 
traveling or circuit preacher. 
He had 
been mobbed and insulted, and the more 
good he did the worse the world treated 
him. 
But he went right on. 
Now ho 
proposes to go to Jerusalem and says: 
‘ ‘After th at I must also see Rome.” W hy 
did he want to see this wonderful city 
in which I am to-day perm itted to stand? 
“ To preach the gospel,” you answer. 
No doubt of it, but there were other 
reasons why he wanted to see Rome. A 
man of Paul’s intelligence and classic 
taste had fifty other reasons for wanting 
to see it. 
Your Colosseum was a t th at 
tim e in process of erection, and he 
wanted to see it. The Forum was even 
then an old structure, and the eloquent 
apostle wanted to see th at building in 
which eloquence had so often thundered 
and wept. 
Over the Appian W ay thy 
trium phal 
processions had 
alreade 
m arched for hundreds of years, and ho 
wanted to see that, 
The Tem ple of 
Saturn was already an antiquity, and he 
w anted to see that. T he architecture of 
tho world-renowned city, he wanted to 
see that. 
T he places associated with 
the trium phs, the cruelties, tho disas­ 
ters, the wars, the m ilitary genius, the 
poetic and the rhetorical fame of this 
g reat city, he wanted to see them. 
A 
m an like Paul, so many sided, so sym­ 
pathetic, so emotional, so full of anal­ 
ogy, could not have been indifferent to 
tho antiquities and splendors which 
move every rightly organized hum an 
being. And w ith w hat th rill of interest 
he walked these streets, those only who 
for the first tfmo like ourselves enter 
Rome can imagine. 
If the inhabitants 
of all Christendom were gathered into 
one plain, and it were put to them 
w hich two cities they would above all 
others wish to see, the vast m ajority of 
them would vote Jerusalem and Rome. 
So we can understand som ething of the 
record of my text and its surroundings 
when it says, 
Paul proposed in the 
spirit when he had passed through 
M acedonia and A chaia to goto Jeru sa­ 
lem, saying: 
“ After th at I must also 
see Rome.” As some of you are aware, 
w ith my family and only for the pur­ 
pose of w hat we can learn and the good 
we can get, I am on the way to P ales­ 
tine. 
Since leaving Brooklyn, N. Y ,, 
this is tho first place we have stopped. 
Interm ediate cities are attractive but 
we hastened on, for I said before sta rt­ 
ing th at while I was going to see Jeru 
salem I m ust also see Rome. 
W hy do 
I w ant to see it? 
Because I want, by 
visiting regions associated with the 
great apostle to the Gentiles, to have 
my faith in C hristianity confirmed. 
T here are those who will go through 
large expenditure to have their faith 
weakened. 
In my native land I have 
known persons of very limited means 
to pay 50 cents or $1 to hear a lecturer 
prove th at our C hristian religion is a 
myth, a dream, a cheat, a lie. 
On the 
contrary, I will give all the thousands 
of dollars th at this journey of my fami­ 
ly will cost to have additional evidence 
th a t our C hristian religion is an au­ 
thenticated grandeur, a solemn, a joy­ 
ous. rapturous, a stupendous, a m ag­ 
nificent fact. 
So I want to see Rome. 


resur rected, what they weaV and what 
they eat: and I have an im m easurable 
curiosity to know what it is. and how 
it is, 
and where it is. 
Columbus 
risked his life to find the American 
continent, and shall we shudder to go 
out on a voyage of 
discovery which 
shall reveal a vaster and more bril­ 
liant country? 
John Franklin 
risked 
his life to find a passage between ice­ 
bergs, and shall we dread to find a 
passage to eternal 
summer? 
Men in 
Switzerland travel up the heights of 
the M atterhorn, with alpenstock, and 
guides, and rockets, and ropes, 
and, 
getting half way up, stum ble and fall 
down in a horrible massacre. 
They 
just wanted to say they had been on 
the top of those high peaks. 
And 
shall we le a r to go out for the ascent 
of the eternal hills which start a thou­ 
sand 
miles beyond w here stop the 
highest peaks of the Alps, 
and 
when 
in th at ascent there is no peril? A man 
doomed to die stepped on tho scaffold, 
and said in joy: 
“Now. in ten 
min­ 
utes I 
will 
know 
the 
great 
secret.” 
One 
m inute 
after 
the 
vital 
functions 
ceased, 
the 
little child th at died last night knew 
more than 
Paul him self 
before he 
died. 
Friends, 
the exit from this 
world, or death, if you please to call it, 
to the C hristian is glorious explana­ 
tion. 
It 
is dem onstration. 
It is 
illum ination. 
It is sunburst. 
It is 
the opening of all tho windows. 
It is 
shutting up the catechism of doubt, 
and the unrolling of all the scrolls of 
positive 
and 
accurate information, 
Instead 
of 
standing 
at 
the 
top of the ladder and looking 
down. 
It is the last m ystery taken out 
of botany and geology and 
astronomy 
and theology. 
Oh, 
will it not be 
grand to have all questions answered? 
Tho perpetually recurring interroga­ 
tion point changed for the m ark of 
exclam ation. 
All riddles solved. Who 
will fear to go out on th at discovery, 
when all the questions are to be decided 
which we have been discussing all our 
lives? 
Wrho shall not clap his hands 
in the anticipation of th at blessed 
country, if it be no better than through 
holy curiosity? 
As this Paul of ray 
text did not suppress his curiosity, we 
need 
not 
suppress 
ours. 
Yes, I 
have 
an 
unlim ited curiosity about 
all religious things, and as this city of 
Rome was so intim ately connected with 
apostolic times, the incidents of which 
emphasize and explain and augment 
the C hristian religion, 
you will not 
not take it as an evidence of a prying 
spirit, but as tho outbursting of 
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I w ant you to show me the places con­ 
nected with Apostolic m inistry. I have 
heard that, in your city and amid its 
surroundings, 
apostles 
suffered and 
died for C hrist’s sake. 
My common 
sense tells me th a t people do not die 
for the sake of a falsehood. They may 
practice a deception for the purpose of 
gain, but put the sword to their heart, 
or arrange 
the h alter around th eir 
neck, and they would say * My life is 
w orth more than anything I can gain 
by losing it.” 
I hear you have in this 
city Paul’s dungeon. 
Show it to me. I 
m ust see Rome also. 
W hile I am in­ 
terested in this city because of her 
rulers or her citizens who are m ighty 
in history for virtue,’or vice, or talents, 
Romulus, 
and Caliguli, and Cincin­ 
natus, and Vespasian, and Coriolanus, 
and Brutus, and a hundred others whose 
names are b rig h t w ith an exceeding 
brightness, or black w ith the deepest 
dye, most of all I am interested in this 
city because the preacher of M ars hill, 
and the defier of Agrippa. and the hero 
of the shipwrecked vessel in the break­ 
ers of Melita, and the man who held 
higher than any one th at tho world 
ever saw the torch of Resurrection, 
lived and preached, and was m assacred 
here. 
Show me every place connected 
w ith his memory, 
I m ust also see 
Rome. 
B ut my text suggests th at in Paul there 
was the inquisitive and curious spirit. 
H ad my text only m eant th at he wanted 
I to preach here he would have said so. 
“ I am ready to preach the gospel to you 
who are at Rome also.” 
But my text 
suggests a sight seeing. This man who 
had been under Dr. Gamaliel had no lack 
of phraseology, and was used to saying 
exactly w hat he m eant,and he said: “ I 
m ust also see Rome, ” 
T here is such a 
thing as C hristian curiosity. Paul had 
it and some of us have it. 
About other 
people’s business I have no curiosity. 
About all th at can confirm my faith in 
th e C hristian religion and the world’s 
salvation and the soul’s future happi­ 
ness, I am full of an all-absorbing, all- 
com pelling curiosity. 
Paul had a great 
curiosity about the next world, and so 
have wre. I hope some day, by the grace 
of God, to go over and see for myself; 
but not now. 
N6 well man, no pros­ 
pered man, I think, wants to go now. 
B ut the tim e will come, I think, when I 


shall go over. I want to see w hat they 
do there, and I w ant to see hew they do 
it- I do not w ant to be looking th oagh 
the gates ajar forever. 
I want them to 
swing wide open. 
T here art' ten thou­ 
sand things I w ant explain d— about 
you, about myself, about ti c govern­ 
m ent of this world, about God, about 
everything. W e start in a plain path of 
w hat we know, and in a minute come up 
against a high wall of w hat we do not 
know. I wonder how it looks ov.*r there. 
Somebody tells me it is like a paved 
city—paved with gold; and m o th er 
man tells me it is like a fountain, and 
it is like a tree, and it is like a trium ­ 
phal procession; and the next man I 
m eet tells me it 
is all figurative.

w ant to know, 
after the ba? 


C hristian curiosity when I say I must 
also see Rome. 
O ur desire to visit this city is also in 
tensified by the fact th at we want to be 
confirmed in the feeling th at hum an life 
is brief, but its work lasts for centuries, 
indeed forever. Therefore, show us the 
antiquities of old Rome, about which 
we have been reading for a lifetime, but 
have never seen. In our beloved Am er­ 
ica we have no antiquities. 
A church 
eighty years old overawes us with its 
age. Wo have in A m erica some cathe­ 
drals hundreds and thousands of years 
old, but they arc in Yellowstone P ark 
or Californian canyon, and th eir archi 
tecturc and m asonry were by the omni 
potent God. 
W e w ant to see the build 
ings, or ruins of old buildings, that 
were erected hundreds and thousand 
of years ago by hum an hands. 
They 
lived forty or seventy years, but the 
arches they lifted, the paintings they 
penciled, the sculpture they chiseled, 
tho roads they laid out, I understand, 
arc yet to be seen, and we want you to 
show them to us. 
I can hardly wait 
until Monday morning. 
I must also 
see Rome. 
W e want to be impressed 
w ith the fact th at w hat men do on a 
sm all scale or large scale lasts a thous­ 
and years, lasts forever, th at we build 
for eternity and th at we do so in a very 
short space of time. 
God is the only 
old living presence. 
But it is an old 
age w ithout any of the infirmities or 
lim itations of old age. 
T here is a pas­ 
sage of scripture which speaks of the 
b irth of the mountains, for there was a 
tim e when tho Andes were born, and 
the Pyrenees wero born, and the Sierra 
N avadas were horn, 
but before the 
b irth of the m ountains the Bible tells 
us God was born, aye was never born 
a t all, 
because 
Ho always existed. 
Psalm s xc, 2: 
“ Before the m ountains 
were brought forth, or ever Thou hadst 
formed the earth and the world, even 
from everlasting to everlasting, Thou 
a rt God.” How short is hum an life, 
w hat antiquity attaches to its worth! 
How everlasting is God! Show us the 
antiquities, th e things th at were old 
when Am erica was discovered, old 
when Paul went up and down these 
streets sight seeing, old when C hrist 
was born. 
I must, I m ust also see 
Rome! 
A nother reason for our visit to this 
city is th a t we w ant to see the places 
w here the m ightiest intellects and the 
greatest natures w rought for our C hris­ 
tian religion. 
We have been told in 
A m erica by somo people of swollen 
heads th a t the C hristian religion is a 
pusillanimous thing, good for children 
under 7 years of age and small brained 
people, but not for the intelligent and 
sw arthy minded. 
W e have heard of 
your Constantine the m ighty, 
who 
pointed his arm y to the cross, saying: 
By this I conquer.” If there be anything 
here connected with his reign or his 
m ilitary history, show it to us. 
The 


! M ilton finer in the way of im agination 
than I can find in Paul’s illustrations 
drawn from the am phitheater. 
There 
was nothing in Robert Em m et pleading 
for his life, or in Edmund Burke ar- 
I raigning W arren H astings in W esmin- 
ster Hall, th at com pared with the scene 
in the court room when, before robed 
officials. 
Paul bowed and began his 
speech, saying: 
“ I think myself hap­ 
py, 
K ing Agrippa. because I shall 
answ er for myself this day.” 
I repeat, 
th at a religion th at can capture a man 
like th at m ust have some power in it. 
It is tim e our wiseacres stopped talk­ 
ing as though all the brains of the 
world were opposed to C hristianity. 
W here Paul leads we can afford to 
follow. 
I am 
glad 
to know that 
C hrist 
has 
in 
the 
different 
ages of th e world, had in His disciple­ 
ship a M ozart and a H andel in music; 
a Raphael and a Reynolds in painting; 
an Angelo and a Canova in sculpture; 
a Rush and a H arvey in m edicine; a 
Grotius and a 
W ashington in states­ 
m anship: a Blackstone, 
a M arshall, 
and a Kent in law; and the tim e will 
come when the religion of C hrist will 
conquer all of the observatories and 
universities, 
and 
philosophy 
will, 
through her telescope 
behold 
the 
m orning star of Jesus, 
and in her 
laboratory see th at “all things work 
together 
for 
good,” and 
w ith her 
geological ham m er discern the • ‘Rock 
of Ages.” 
Oh, instead of cow ering 
and shivering when the skeptic stands 
before us, and talks of 
religion as 
though it were a pusillanim ous thing 
—instead of that, let us take 
out our 
New Testam ent and read the story ’ of 
P aul of Rome, or come and see this 
city for ourselves, and learn th a t it 
could have been no weak Gospel th at 
actuated such a man, but th at it is an 
all conquering Gospel. 
Aye! for all 
ages the power of God and the wisdom 
of God unto salvation. 
Men, brethren and father's! I thank 
you for this opportunity of preaching 
th e Gospel to you th a t are a t Rome 
also. 
T he churches of A m erica salute 
you. 
Upon you 3vho are, 
like us, 
strangers in Rome, I pray the protec­ 
tion and journeying care of God. Upon 
you who are residents here, I pray 
grace, mercy and peace from God our 
F ather and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
A fter tarry in g here for a few days we 
resum e our journey to Palestine and 
we shall never m eet again, either in 
Italy or America, or what is called the 
Holy Land, but there is a holier land, 
and there we may meet, saved by the 
grace th at in the same way saves Ita l­ 
ian and Am erican, and there in that 
supernal clime, after em bracing Him 
who. by His sufferings on t ie hill back 
of Jerusalem , m ade our heaven possi­ 
ble, and given salutation to our own

By far the most severe railroad acci­ 
dent that has happened within the city 
limits of Janesville, occurred a few min­ 
utes after seven o’clock this morning, 
by which one locomotive, and half a 
doz an freight cars were wrecked, and 
several persons narrowly escaped with 
their lives. Mr. John Conway, a section 
hand, who chanced to be standing by the 
side of the traok at the time of the acci­ 
dent, was the only man injured. 
The particulars of the accident appear 
as foliow r: The north bound freight on 
the Chicago Sc Northwestern road leaves 
the city at about the same time the 
south bound freight on the Chicago, 
Zilwaukee & St. Paul arrives, wbioh is a 
few minutes after ’seven o’clock in the 
morning. The Northwestern train ap­ 
proached the “ crossing” of the St. Paul 
road and stopped for the signal of the 
switchman who attends atthe Evansville 
ut off. The signal was given and the 
train was moved ahead, ten or fifteen 
cars passing over the St, Paul track, 
when the incoming tram on the St. 
Paul struck. It seems the engineer of 
tke St. 
Paul 
train 
had 
wniatled 
down brakes, 
and 
endeavored 
to 
stop. 
as 
is 
the 
custom, 
but 
ewing to 
tho slippery condition of 
the traok he was unable to control mat­ 
ters. Both engineer Mills and his fire­ 
man jumped from the engine, and thus 
escaped; Two cars loaded with coal and 
a box car belonging to tbe Northwestern 
road, were wrecked, and tbe locomotive 
and three cr four oars belonging to tbe 
S t. Paul company were scattered over 
the embankment, the oars being well 
splintered, and the engine badly broken 
in pieces. The St. Paul oars were laden 
with merchandise wbioh was broken and 
scattered. 
John Conway, a section hand in the 
employ cf the Northwestern road, was 
standing by the side of the track waiting 
for the trains to pass, and was caught in 
the wreck by a portion of the carload of 
coal falling on him. He was taken to 
his hom e,at 119Lincoln street,and wsB 
attended by Dr. St. John. 
His injuries 
are not severe, end he will soon recover. 
Wrecking crews were at once put to 
work, and the Northwestern people had 
their track cleared in time for the south 
bound day express wbioh reaches this 
city at noon. The St. Paul trains were 
not so fortunate, as they were compelled 
to transfer passengers at nine o’clock 
Mil Waukee ward, and were delayed sev­ 
eral hours this afternoon before their 
traok was cleared: 
Thousands off curious people visited 
the scene of the anoident, and it was the 
wonder of all that it was not more serious 
A portion of the Northewestern train 
was on the high tressle work of tbe eutt 
off and was moving at a very good speed 
which led many to wonder why the 
whole train was not thrown off. The 
fact that the engineer of the Bt. Panj 
train was slowing up for the purpose of 
stopping at the four hundred foot post, 
and in consequence his train was barely 
moving when it struck, accounts for the 
small lots* The condition of the wreck 
wouldjindicate that the Northwesterntrain 
was moving at the greatest speed of the 
two. 
Tbe wrecking crews made quiok wore 
in moving the debris at the scene of the 
wreck this morning. 
Bart Baldwin, yard master of the 
Northwestern, was caught over on th6 
Bunker Hill switch with bis engine and 
crew, and was compelled to wait until 
the traok was cleared before he could get 
back home. Bart says the St. Paul train 
passed him on the gas house hill “a fly. 
m g .” 
The section of the Northwestern freight 
thatched passed over fhe crossing, con­ 
sisting of ten cars, went on to Evansville 
as soon as the extent of the accident h&d 
been reported. 
The iron bridges stood the strain re­ 
markably well, no signs of weakness 
being discovered. 
The crews on both trains are to be 
congratulated that no lives were lost and 
no one seriously injured.

The Milwaukee county officers have 
raised a question in relation tojthe "one 
mill [sohool tax law” which interests 
Bock county as well.

County Clerk Sebastian is somewhat at 
sea regarding ihelinterpretation of the 
law providing for state aid to the schools. 
The question is whether the oity shall be 
included in the levy under the law pro- 1 
vidmg for the one mill tax or under the 
law allowing it a share of the income of 
the state school fund.

Toobey. 
He 
considered 
tbe subjeot carefully and then gave bis 
opinion as follows; ‘‘Since the city bas 
levied more than the state tax whioh the 
oity would be entitled to, that does away 
with tbe necessity of tbe county board’s 
making another levy for sohool purposes 
in the annual budget, and it is in accord 
with the spirit of the law as I interpret 
it. There has been considerable misun­ 
derstanding about this point, and I tele­ 
phoned Superintendent Thayer at Mad­ 
ison, and be concurs with me. 
Tbe 
county board has not deoided whether to 
levy this school tex on oity property, 
equal to the amount paid by the state to 
tbe city, which amounted to about $84,- 
000

year.

The 
evil whioh we abhor, is of long standing,
